Cincinnati Judge Ornate Sweeping lajuac- 


ttoa Against Striker*. 


Cincinnati, July 3.—Judge Thompson, 


of the United States district court, upon 
petition of members of the Metal Trades 
association, has granted a temporary in- 
junction against the striking machinists 
restricting them from interfering with 
their employment ol non-union men. 


The order enjoined the defendants from 


picketing or patrolling around the fac- 
tories of th* plaintiffs; from guarding 
the doors or streets in front of the fac- 
tories; 
from interfering in any way 


with the employes now in the- factories 
either there or at home; from intimidat- 
ing relatives or members of families and 
forbids the use of violence, threats or in- 
timidation to induce any person to leave 
the employment of the plaintiffs or pre- 
vent any one entering into their employ- 
ment. 
Attorneys for the defendants 


complained that the allowance of a tem- 
porary injunction might delay a hearing 
upon its merits, Judge Thompson there- 
upon agreed to hear a motion iu the af- 
ternoon to dissolve the temporni-y in- 
junction. 
After an extender! hearing, 


counsel for the plaintiffs consented to a 
slight modification in that part of the

It is said the miners from Lib- 
erty Bell, Tomberg, Reveun* Camp and 
Bird mines have Joined tbe Smuggler 
strikers and eight hundred men now sur- 
round the Smuggler mi no. "Th* despatch 
fatnted that shooting was still going on 
when the despatch was sent. The strike 
in the Smuggler mine ha* been on 
time. Recently a citizens coramitee was 
appointed at Telluride to effect a settle- 
ment of the difterences between, the min- 
ers and owners of the property.

ed to Gov. Or man for troops to assist 
in suppressing the rioters. A call for 
the militia to assemble at their armories 
was issued from the adjutant general's 
department, directed to the companies 
at Denver and Pueblo. 


EXCITEMENT SUBSIDING. 


A special to the News Krojn Telluride 


says: "The excicment whioh has been 
prevailing all day over the riot in the 
Smuggler union mine is rapidly 
ing this evening. The controversy has 
been satisfactorily adjusted for the pres- 
ent and everything is quiet. 


Early this moruinpr word was received 


there that considerable shooting was 
going ou at the Smuggler Union. The 
trouble w only a part of th* strike trou- 
ble which has been brewing for some 
time. Tbe first minor was that eight or 
ten had been killed but this proved not 
to be true. However, it is positive that 
Will Jordan was shot in the right hip; 
Chnrles Becker, superintendent of the 
mine, had his right arm broken and bad- 
ly shattered from a bullet; Shift Boss 
Nicholson was shot in the head, and a 
Mexican trimmer, named J. L. Lujan, 
was killed. 


Dr. Sheldon was called to dress the 


wounds of the injured and sent a mes- 
sage about noon saying that Becker had 
a bad arm and that Nicholson has barely 
a chance to live. Mast of the forenoon 


Liberty Bell and Tomberg miners have 


deputies and guards, but this afternoon 
all is quiet with the exception ot a few 
shots now and then. This morning one 
of the cabins near the omce building was 
blown up, but it is impossible to,learn 
what damage has been done.
